"The agricultural implement inter- 
ests have started to contract for steel 
bars for the new season.

Tonnage booked thu* far is not large, 
aa it is early in the season.

"March will make a new record for

ticularly favorable weather conditions, 
since the steel mills have been trying 
to produce full outputs, for five or six 
months.

.hand, has declined an average of 91 
a ton-in all markets in the past threo 
months. 
The prediction Is renewed 


that there will be an early buying 
movement in steel-making iron in the 
Central West, probably within a fort- 
night, but in foundry iron a general 
movement is not likely to occur so 
soon. 
"The outlook for the future of the

Possibility of lower ocean freight 


rates and, therefore, lower prices for 
foreign iron ore is suggested by the 
2H5ddlesborough, England, correspond- 
ent of the Iron and Coal Trades Re- 
view, as follows: 
. "Business In the foreign ore trade 
continues quiet. Tho view_ ha.s br^n 
expressed that lower'prices would be 
taken for suitable business. Freights 
aro lower but whether this lower rate 
will continue is another question. It j 
IB attributed in some quarters rather 
to the fact that the Baltic Is not yet 
fully opened, and 
similar 
circum- 


stances than to any general down- 
ward trend."' 


The Connellsville coke region may 


yet see the successful openiiion of 
the by-product colte OMMI. 'Hie Oliv- 
er &. Snyder Steel Company, whose 
three plants lire on the outskirts of 
Unlontown und ivhich owns an exten- 
sive acreage of Conncllsvillo coal, has 
under advisement the erection of by- 
product ovens to rfcover the gas und 
other waste products for UPO in tho 
company's mills in Pittsburg. 
The 


proposition is only tentative and in 
the nature of a reserve- resource. TliR 
company owns its own natural 
RAS 


supply and if that should fail, it Is 
stated, the by-pro duct question may 
be taken, up. It is not a new question 
with steel interests, but the practise 
has thus far been to build the ovens 
at the steel plant and haul the coal 
to the ovens. 
The consideration of 


the reverse proposition indicates that 
the Oliver people figure- closely on coal 
and coke rates and do r.ot regard the 
pumping of gas from Uniontown to 
Fittsburg an impossible or even a ser- 
ious problem. 


An official of the company, in dis- 


cussing tho matter with a representa- 
tive of Tho Courier said: 


"One 
thing is certnin. and that is 


when our people decide to make a 
change, it will not be to tho rec- 
tangular type of oven, but to the by- 
product. The Oliver interests control 
the Bfonongahela Natural Gas Com- 
pany, with lines In and about Pitts- 
burg, and these lines would be used 
for conveying the gas to that point 
from the region after connecting linos 
had been arranged for. However, the 
change, if It does come, is far in the 
future. By-product ovens are for the 
furnaces and not for the coke region, 
and our people have tsiken the matter 
up, only In a general way, and not with 
the intention of making any change in 
the near future." 


The original rumor was that the 


company contemplated a 
plant 
of 


1,000 
by-produce ovens. 
An initial 


plant of 100 ovens is probably what is 
contemplated. The by-product plants 
at Gary, Joliet and Bethlehem consist 
of 300 to 400 ovens each. 


COAL TRADE IMPROVES IN 


THE P1TTSBURG DISTRICT 


Better Prospects aro in 
View and 


Prices arc Stiffening:; the "West 


Virginia Strike. 


The Pittsfcurg bituminous coal trad.; 


shows distinct signs of improvement. 
There is a stronger tone to the mark-it 
in consequence and prices are show- 
ing1 an upward tendency.

largest producers in the district is re- 
ported to have notified the trade of 
its purpose to withdraw all quotations 
as of April 1, and rrom that time .'i 
higher price will bo usked.

very important mining companies are 
withholding quotations on the 
basis 


of J1--30 for the mine-run coal and are 
waiting a higher bid before contract- 
ing ahead- very far. The demand is 
generally Car in excess cf tho available 
supply thus far. 


A better outlook In tho West Vir- 


ginia, field through a settlement 
at 


least of a portion of the mine workers' 
troubles there makes the general coul 
market a little more favorable, but by 
no means gives full assurance in thy 
large outpxtt this year from that ter- 
ritory. While a union in West Vir- 
ginia with equal working conditions to 
those of Pennsylvania will reduce tho 
advantages that have-been enjoyed by 
the W«*t Virginia mines to some ex- 
tent in the matter of competition, it 
does not signify that poace has conic 
in that State. 


The gas coal trade is very activD 


and buyers would so much further in 
placing contracts if operators were 
disposed to commit themselves more 
liberally. 


No developewrnts have taken place 


in establishing the coal carrying rate 
to Lake. Michigan, although It is ex- 
pected that before the week is out. the 
rate will be established. Vessel own- 
ers are making a firm stand for the 
advance of Jive cents which has al- 
ready been paid by a number of ship- 
pers and ,arc hopeful of inducing- the 
Plttsburg Coal Company and the C. 
Kciss Coal Company and the Milwau- 
kee-Western Fuel Company and other 
leading shippers to pay the rate. These 
shippers1 have for several days past 
been offering1 30' cents, but none of 
the vessel men have accepted it. 


Vessell owners as a rule have never 


been strong in standing together, but 
it will be particularly risky for a large 


• cool shipper to depend upon wild tuti- 
j nago this year, ard, if the vessel own- 
ers absolutely refuse to contract, pre- 
ferring to run wild, the advance will 
undoubtedly be paid.

Church to the Protestant faith, and 
because of this his father, a -wealthy 
Macedonian nobleman and a close ad- 
herent of the Greek church, disinher- 
ited and threatened to kill him.

to save his life. 


Since coming here both his father 


and mother have died, the only sur- 
vivors of the family besides himself 
being his brother, the Governor of 
Salonika, and a sister. 
During the

donian soldiers under the leadership 
of Governor Vishanoff were active ad- 
herents of the Voung Turks.
